MELON CUTTIN 
FOR WEST POINT

Proposed to More Than 


Double Capital Stock. 


What promises to be the biggest 
“melon cutting” in years in financial 
circles is that about to be puljed off 
by the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
read, which is planning to increase 
its capital stock from $1,232,200 to 
$2,500,000, selling off the new stock 
issue to present stockholders, as their 
interest may appear, at $100 a share, 
when the present quotation on this 
stock is from $155 to $160 a share, 
and scarce at that. 

With the $1,420,000 taken in from 
the sale of the new stock issue, :t is 
proposed to retire the debenture 
bonds, aggregating in value $1,232,200, 
on Which there will be a premium 
amounting to several thousand dollars. 

This means that stockholders in the 
Atlanta and West Point road wil be 
offered for purchase stock at $100, 
when in the open market it would 
bring easily $150 and possibly $160 a 
share. 

By doubling the capital stock in 
this way and retiring the debentures, 
the road does not increase its indebt- 
edness by a dollar, but converts the 
debenture bonds, which now draw 6 
per cent per annum, into stock which 
is paying a similar dividend, the 
stockholders gaining the difference in 
the value of the stock at’*par and the 
present market price. , 

This was decided upon at a meeting 
of the stockholders of the Atlanta and 
\Viest Point railroad held Tuesday 
morning at 11 o’clock in the offices 
of President Charles A Wickersham, 
in the Terminal station. The stock- 
holders adopted a yesolution§ calling 
upon the directors of the road to con- 
sider the advisability of calling a 
meeting of the stockholders at a later 
date for the purpose of increasing the 
capital stock to $2,500,000. 

The directors met immediately after 
the stockholders and instructed Treas- 
urer Frank H. Hill to call a meeting 
ef the stockholders for January 20 to 
consider the advisability of making 
this tnerease. In the event the stock- 
holders at that time ratify the propo- 
sition to increase the capital stock to 
$2,500,000, the railroad commission of 
Georgia will be petitioned to allow 
this increase in order that the plan of 
retiring the debentures may be car- 
ried out. 

The stockholders’ meeting was well 
attended, and, with the exception of 
Major J. F. Hanson, president of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company, 
who ts absent from the city, all of 
the directors were present.

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STATEMENT TO THE PUBLIC 
MADE BY MR. MITCHELL 


The following statement has 
been given out by W. Norwood 
Mitchell: 
the Public: When the 
postal cards were first received 
I threw them to one side as a

nences and annoyances, to lay 
the matter before the authori- 
ties, and this was the advice of 
my friends.” 
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J. F. Hardin, indicted Monday by the 
federa] grand jury for violating the 
postal laws, the specifications being 
that he sent to W. Norwood Mitchell, 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, whose head- 
quarters are in the Equitable Building, 
in Atlanta, post cards containing ex- 
pressions objectionable to the recipient 
and in violation of the revised statutes 
of the United States relative to mail- 
able matter, yesterday appeared be- 
fore the clerk of the federal court to 


make bond. 

The bond was placed at $200 and was 
signed by W. L. Hardin, brother of the 
accused, and by C. S. Thompson. Mr. 
Hardin did not Wait for service by the 
marshal’s office, but as soon as he 
was advised that the true bill had been 
found appeared before the clerk and 
made the bond, saying that he pre- 
ferred to come in rather than be 
escorted in by an officer. 

Mr. Hardin has employed Anderson, 
Felder, Rountree & Wilson as his at- 
torneys. He has declined to make any 
statement concerning the charge 
brought against him.

The 
quick action of W. S. Matthews saved 
the boy from being instantly burned 
to death. Seizing an overcoat, he 
overtook the lad and threw the coat 
around him, thereby smothering the 
flames. 

Cadel was taken into the drug store 
at the corner of Georgia avenue and 
Pryor street. His clothes were re- 
moved and the prescription clerk made

fering. All the skin was taken from 
his arms and the upper part of his 
body, his ears burned to a crisp and 
half the hair was burned from his 
head.

CAPTURED IN KANSAS 


Attorney Clifford Walker, of Monroe, 
came over to Atlanta yesterday after- 
rcon.and made request of Governor 
Brown to issue requisition papers on 
the governor of Kansas for Olin M.

The latter was arrested. The first triai 
resulted in a mistrial. At the second

Brolaski Tells National Solons 
How to Kill Race Track 
‘Belting 


1,000,000 HAND BOOKS 
ARE BEING OPERATED 


And Better Has Small Chance. 
Senator Nelson Thought Pool 
Room Was a Place to Play 
Billiards--Brolaski Was Back- 
ed Up by a Big Delegation of 
Reformers.

Supporting cast of reformers galore, 
both male and female, Henry Brolaski, 
| of Monrovia, Cal., who professed to be 
/a gambler upon race tracks, was the 
| star feature of a hearing today before 
the senate judiciary committee in sup- 
port of the Burkett bill to prohibit the 
transmission of race track betting odds 
over telegraph or telephone lines. 

Mr. Brolaski gave details of the 
gambler’s life and showed the poor 
chance of returns for money invested 
which is given to the gambling public. 
He was one of the owners of a Mexican 
track which was put out of business 
at the instance of the department of 
state through cooperation with the 
Mexican government. He is now seek- 
ing to have tracks, in which he has no 
interest, dealt with in like manner. 

1,500,000 Handbooks Ruaning. 

Brolaski said he had worked in hig 
line in St. Louis, Chicago, Worth, Roby, 
Atlanta,. Charleston, S. C.; New Ore 
leans, San Francisco, Los Angeles, La- 
tonia, Louisville and Bennings tracks 
and had had twenty-one years’ exper!- 
ence. He roughly estimated that there 
were now in the United States between 
and seventy poolrooms. He eal- 
that there were in operation 
nearly 1,500,000 handbooks. He said 
that in New York city there were at

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VOICED BY TAFT 


In His Address to “Nut- 
meg’’ Business Men. 


Question Is Whether There 
Will Be Enough Money to Run 
Government—He Wants Effi- 
cient Employees and Favors 
Civil Pensions. “ 


New Haven, Conn., December 14.— 
President Taft told 1,100 prominent 
business men of Connecticut many of 
the facts about governmental expendi- 
tures and revenue at the annual ban- 
gquet of the New Haven chamber of 
commerce, but as he did not speak 
until 11:30 he was unable to do more 
than touch upon some of the country’s 
financial problems before it was time 
for him to leave. Five minutes after 
he had concluded his speech he was 
aboard his train for Washington. 

The dining hall at Yale was the 
scene. Throughout the dinner there 
was much merriment, and Yale songs 
predominated. Colonel I. M. Ullman, 
president of the chamber, Mr. Taft's 
host, presided, and President Hadley, 
of Yale, and Governor Weeks spoke 
briefly. 

Estimates Cut Down. 

President Taft, on being introduced, 
said that he felt it fitting to speak 
to business men on the question of 
whether we are to have money enough 
to run the government. 

He told of cutting down the estl- 
mates in departments over the expen- 
ditures of last vear and how the money 
is tO be spent in the expectation of 
having a surplus when the accounts 
are balanced for the vear. He explain- 
ed the unexpected increase in the cost 
of the Panama canal and touched upon 
the need of waterways, but declared 
that. he did not favor issuance of 
bonds before work is begun, nor form- 
ing a “pot” into which each section 
could dip its hands. He did believe, 
he said, in having waterways improve- 
ment go ahead economically without 
waiting until it is demanded by po- 
litical expediency. 


Orme Crying in Wilderness. 


President Taft said One way of sav- 
ing money is to bring up to a standard 
of efficiency the employees in govern- 
mental departments. He said that he 
felt like one crying in the wilderness 
to advocate civil pensions, but he be- 
lieved the time would come when the 
policy would have to be adopted. 

The president predicted that more 
business-like methods of conducting the 
finances of the country were sure to 
be adopted so that the expenditures, 
though becoming le8&s, would-not pre- 
vent increasing the scope of depart- 
ments, and the creation of new bureaus, 
which would make for the general wel- 


.fare of the people.

FUTURE SYSTEM 


IN COTTON TRADE 


‘Commissioner Smith Ex- 


plains His Recent Report. 


He Declares He Did Not Brand 
Future Trading as “Pure 
Gambling”’---He Thinks Sys- 
tem Is Valuable, but Con- 
demns Certain Abuses. 


Washingtcn, December 14.—In view 
of many criticisms and misunderstand- 
ings of the published summaries of 
the report upon the operation of the 
cotton exchanges, issued by Herbert 
Knox Smith, commissioner of corpora- 
tions in the department of commerce 
and labor, the following statement was 
obtained from the officials in charge 
of the bureau: 

“The report of the commissioner of 
corporations on cotton exchanges does 
not. as incorrectly stated in some press 
reviews of the report, condemn the fu- 
ture system as such; instead, it recog- 
nizes the real value of the future sys- 
tem to the cotton trade, provided that 
system is conducted on equitable and 
commercia! lines. 

“Instead of branding future trading 
as ‘pure gambling,’ the report sharply 
discriminates between legitimate 
speculation and gambling. The report 
does condemn certain abuses of the fu- 
ture system. and particularly the prac- 
tice adopted by the New York Cotton 
Exchange of arbitrarily fixing the 
‘price differences’ between middling 
cotton and the various grades deliver- 
able on future contracts in that ex- 
change. 

“The report shows that this ‘fixed 
system’ results in an abnormal depres- 
sion of the future price as compared 
with the spot price of middling cotton, 
and that these abnormal! depressions 
of the future price disorganize the fu- 
ture market and seriously impair its 
value for hedging purposes, one of the 
Principal functions of a cotton ex- 
change. 

“The report also shows that this un- 
natural depression of the future price 
works to the injury of the cotton pro- 
ducer, particularly because prices of 
cotton paid by merchants to farmers 
are largely established by applying 
‘buving limits’ to the future prices 
quoted on cotton exchanges.” 


LURTON’S NOMINATION 
UP TO THE COMMITTEE 


Likely ‘Action Will Be Post- 
' _ poned Until After the 
Holidays. 


Washington, December 14.—(Special.) 
A special meeting of the senate judi4 
ciliary committee has been called tomor- 
row by the chairman for the purpose 
of considering the confirmation of the 
nomination of Judge Horace H. Lur- 
ton. of Tennessee, as an associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court of the United 
States. Under ordinary circumstances 
the nomination would be reported fa- 
vorably and confirmed at the next reg- 
ular session of the senate, which will be 
held next Thursday. But Senators Borah 
and Nelson are accredited with the pur- 
pose of opposing immediate confirma- 
tion. They take the view that the 
senate should proceed very carefully 
with the confirmation of a judge of the 
supreme court of the United States, 
especially when there has been criti- 
cism of the appointee, as there has 
been in the case of Judge Lurton. The 
purpose of these two senators in ask- 
ing for delay. so it is declared, is to 
afford an opportunity to any 
critics of the appointee to be heard be- 
fore a favorable report on the appoint- 
ment is made to the senate. It is re- 
garded as highly probable that the ju- 
diciary committee will, when this re- 
quest is made known, postpone action 
on Judge Lurton’s nomination until 
after the holiday recess.

SOUTHERN BOYS ARE REWARDED 
FOR AGRICULTURAL PROFICIENCY 


Washington, December 14.—Diplomas 
of merit today were presented by Sec- 
retary Wilson in his office at the de- 
partment of agriculture to Bascomb 
Usher, of South Carolina; DeWitt 
Lundy, of Mississippi; Elmer Halter, of 
Arkansas, and Ralph Bellwood, .of 
Virginia—all under 18 years—for spe- 
cial proficiency in agricultural  pur- 
suits. The recipients are among the 
12,500 engaged in the boy’s demonstra- 
tion work.in the south. Each planted 
one acre of corn and cultivated it 
under instructions from the depart- 
ment of agriculture. Dr. C. G. Knapp, 
who has charge of the park demon- 
stration work in the south, offered a 
trip to Washington to the boy in Mis- 
siesippi who should obtain the best 
results. The State Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, of Arkansas, offered a similar re- 
ward in that state, while citizens of 
Virginia and South Carolina duplicat- 
ed the offers in those states. 

Thousands of dollars of prizes were 
awarded this year throughout ‘the 
south, the basis of the awards being 


the profits, written records, exhibits 
of products and yield per acre. 

All southern states are making ar- 
rangements to send the prize winners 
to Washington next year. 

In a_ brief address to the boys, Sec- 
retary Wilson declared that they and 
the boys engaged in like work are 
“the only hope we have for the con- 
tinued greatness and prosperity of the 
country.” 

He pointed out that the south now, 
in agriculture and manufacture, was 
prosperous as never before, because 
the men and women of the south had 
put into the work their own energy 
and ability, and, in no sense, were de- 
pendent upon capital or the industry 
of the people from other parts of the 
country. : 

“These diplomas,’ he continued, “are 
unique. No boys ever have received 
a similar recognition of their merit. 
Nothing I have done since I have been 
secretary of agriculture has given me 
more pleasure than to present them to 
you. You have earned them. You 
have begun right. You are now in 
line to achieve the highest honors of 
your respective states.”

So Declares Ex-Secretary 


of Treasury Shaw. 


Shaw Says if the Bank Is Estab- 
lished It Will Be Controlled 
by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany --- Shaw Is Opposed to 
the Bank. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 14.— 
Leslie M. Shaw, former secretary of 
the treasury, speaking to about four 
hundred business men at the board of 
trade, declared there is no doubt in 
the minds of those who have studied 
the proposed central bank that such an 
institution would be owned or at least 
ecntrolled by the Standard Oil Company. 
Mr. Shaw, throughout his address, op- 
posed the proposed central bank. He 
said: 

“T am frank to say that it seems to 
me quite un-American to place with 
any group of men the power to con- 
tract or expend our currency at will 
ard to grant or withhold credit to any 
bank, to any merchant, and to any 
corporation at. pleasure. 

“But, lest it be charged that I am 
appealing to popular prejudice, I am 
willing to go on record that if we are 
to have a central bank I shall welcome 
control by the Standard Oil Company 
or by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, though preferably by both com- 
bined. This is not based on personal 
friendship, but it is based wholly on 
the question of fitness for the task.”’ 


BACON PAROLE BILL 
BEFORE THE SENATE 


Georgian in Favor of Giving 
ederal Prisoners a 
hancé. 


Washington, December 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The senate judiciary commit- 
tee has reported favorably a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Bacon, whith pro- 
vides for the parole of United States 
prisoners who are sentenced to terms 
of imprisonment of more tha” one 
year. 

One of the provisions of this bill 
creates a board of parole, consisting 
of the penitentiary warden and phy- 
sician, together with a general agent 
of the department of justice. The 
board is authorized to meet upon the 
request of the proper officer of any 
federal prison, or upon application by 
a prisoner for release on parole, when 
there is a reasonable probability that 

such applicant will live and remain 
at liberty without violating the laws. 

Under the provisions of this bill a 
paroled prisoner is within the jurisdic- 
tion of the warden of the federal pris- 
on where he was in confinement, and 
he may reside only in such limits as 
may be prescribed by the prison of- 
ficiais. 

A paloled prisoner may return to 
his home, but he must make personal 
reports to the board of parole, and 
alWays remain in the legal custody of 
the warden until the term of his im- 
prisonment expires. 

Senator Bacon’s measure also pro- 
vides that each paroled prisoner shall 
furnish a bond of $100, which is to be 
forfeited only in the event of violation 
of the prescribed rules.

Talks Interestingly of — 
Seip to Europe. 


“"Thank God, I am an American.’ 
That is the ejaculation of every re- 
turning traveler from the old world, 
as he -sights American shores,” said 
Dr. George Brown, of Atlanta, repre- 
sentative tn the legislature from Ful- 
ton county, on his return to the city 
froma three months’ stay in Europe. 

While on his tour this fall, Dr. 
Brown saw and studied things not 
set down in the guide books for the 


| delectation of the casual tourists. He 
| gave seme attention to the tax laws 
| of Eagiand which haye_ split that 
' country in swain; to.the griefs of the 
suffvagettes, and he insists they have 
a very real cause for grievance; to 
the activity of American raliroads— 
exclusively northern and, western rail- 
roads—in attracting visitors and 
migrants to America; and to. the 
progress being made in the preven- 
tion and cure of tuberculosis. 

On these subjects, Dr. Brown talked 
in an unusually interesting way. On 
this trip he found more to interest 
-him in live topics ‘and present-day 
problems than in tombs and abbeys, 
ancient ruins and dilapidated castles. 

A guest for a month, with ns wife, 
in the household of Dr. J. A. Rivierie, 
he heard much of the present war talk 
in Europe, and the efforts of the inter- 
national society, -whose aim is peace. 
Dr. Rivierie is one of the organizers 
of the International Medical Assecia- 
tion for the Prevention of War, the 
object of which is to enlist the aid 
of all medical men in the world to 
bring about universal peace and: the 
settlement of disputes by arbitration. 
For this service he has been made a 
chevalier of the Legion of Honor. The 
late Lombroso of Turin was another of 
the organizers of this society. A’ con- 
vention will be held in 1911, to be at- 
tended by the members of this asso- 
ciation. 

“The French people are undergoing 
a national transmutation,” said Dr. 
Brown. “From a warlike people, they 
are becoming a peace-loving people. 
They.are putting aside dreams of war 
with Germany and the conquest of 
Europe. The figure of the Little Cor- 
poral grows less.” 

United States Bonds in France. 

Coming to a discussion of political 
and commercial problems, he said: 

“There are more United States gov- 
ernment bonds owned in France than 
in any country of Europe. They are 
owned by the people of moderate 
means, who are fearful of trusting 
their savings to the savings banks, 
and prefer to invest them in bonds of 
our country. These bonds are payable 
in gold, and this makes them more at- 
tractive. 

“We paid a visit one day to the 
French senate and chamber of depu- 
ties. The: president of the senate calls 
that body to order by ringing a large 
cow bell. We don’t have things like 
that in the Georgia legislature. 

“In front of the president’s stand is 
a tall pulpit. A member desiring to 
speak enters this pulpit*to deliver his 
address. Committees are appointed by 
having their names drawn from a 
hat by a page. Every man takes pot 
luck. There is no attempt to divide 
the appointments among the men ac- 
cording to their ability and fitness. 
The members of the senate are elect- 
ed for six years, and the members of 
the chamber of deputies for two 
years.” 

Activity of Northern Railroads. 

In speaking of the activity of Amer- 
icans in France, Dr. Brown sald the 
Paris edition of The New York Herald, 
printed partly in French and partly 
in English, wes an institution, and 
James Gordon Bennett looked upon 
as a Croesus with unfathomable re- 
sources. What interested him im- 
mensely, however, was thé activity of 
American railroads——-northern and 
western railroads. 

“The New York Central, the Penn- 
svlvania railroad and many other of 
the larger systems operating in the 
north and west of the United States 
maintain branch Offices in Paris. A 
number of them are on the Rue Scribe. 
In London the big American roads are 
also represented. They publish an- 
nouncements in all the time tables of 
the English roads—and these time ta- 
bles are volumes. The only announce- 
ment of a southern railroad that I saw 
was‘a page advertisement of the Sea- 
board in one of the English road time

have theirs displayed on the ships 
crossing the Atlantic. It. seemed to 
me the southern roads were not as 
active and wideawake as those in other 
sections of the United States.” 

The Poor Suffragettes. 

That woman in England has a real 
grievance and the suffragette a real 
cause for existence was positively as- 
serted by Dr. Brown. 

“Many of these women have resorted 
to extreme and even silly methods te 
accomplish the object of their mission,” 
he said, “but they are desperate. The 
English laws bear mogt oppressively 
‘on the women,’ A married woman has 
absolutely no control over her own 
property after she marries. An Amert- 
can heiress can, of course, exercise some 
control over property remaining in this 
country. To secure a divorce a man 
has but to prove one instance of in- 
fidelity. A woman must prove three 
facts: Cruelty, nonsupport and infidel- 
ity. Not One, but all three are neces- 
Sary to secure a divorce.” 

Asked as to what he thought of the 
prospects of the suffragettes, he said 
they were gaining ground and new 
recruits every day. Lady Asquith, the 
wife of the premier, is a member. Mrs. 
Pankhurst is another prominent suffra- 
gette. 

Tax Crisis in England. 

Dr. Brown was very mgcb interested 
in the land tax crisis which is new 
Stirring all England, adverting to the 
rejection of the budget, the dissolution 
of parliament and the approaching Jan- 
uary elections. 

“No taxés are’ now paid on real es- 
tate. Seven men own the whole city 
of London. They pay no taxes on the 
ground. The lands are ic: cd, some- 
times for 999 years, more otten for 99 
years. The custom now is to lease 
lands for twenty-one years. The men 
who erect buildings on these lands 
pay all the taxes. Strong opposition 
has been met in the house of lords to 
the .proposal to have the lords pay 
land taxes according to the Lloyd- 
George theory. If it is successfQl, 
George’s name’ will be placed along- 
side of England's immortals. 

“I do not say the British empire is 
declining, but when 40,000 men walk 
the streets demanding work that will 
mean bread for their families, it indi- 
cates a serious situation, 

“Death taxes, inheritance taxes, in- 
come taxes are laid and collected rig- 
idly. Stamp taxes are continually col- 
lected. Every kind of paper must carry 
these tax stamps, even your hotel bill. 
These taxes take out 5 per cent of the 
income of the average Britisher. The 
larger part of this money goes to main- 
tain the British army and navy estab- 
lishments. 

“Conditions In Ireland are better, and 
there the land is being placed upon the 
market. There is no entafl in Ireland. 
Freehold estates are succeeding lease- 
hold estates.” 

One of the most exciting incidents 
of Dr. Brown‘s trip was his presence 
in London on the immediate scene of 
the socialists’ riot and at the arrest 
of socialist demonstrators in Trafalgar 
Square on October 14. 

While in Europe he continued his in- 
vestigations into the treatment of tu- 
berculosis. He declared that in France, 
Italy, Switzerald and Germany steady 
progress was being made in contrglling 
this widespread enemy of the human 
race. England, he said, was lagging 
behind the procession in this respect. 
“The Britons are so stubborn,” he de- 
eclared, “they will not accept an idea 
from outside.”

HE HELD SEVERED VEIN | 
AND SAVED BOY’S LIFE \_ 


His jugular vein severed by a cob- 
brer’s knife in the hands of an Il- 
year-old negro boy, Edward Reynolds, 
a youth of 16 years, is now lying in a 
precarious condition at the Grady hos- 
pital. Jim Lee, the negro boy, is now 
held at police headquarters, pending 
developments in Reynolds’ condition. 
He claims that he had no intention of 
seriouely cutting Reynolds, but another 


say several days ago that he intended 
to kill the white boy. 

To the Weroic methods resorted by 
Ambulance Surgeon Garnett W. Quil- 
lian, while Reynolds was being carried 
to the hospital, is due the fact that the 
wounded boy had not died from the 
loss of blood before reaching the oper- 
ating table. — : 

Seeing instantly that the flow of 
blood from the wound must be stopped 
or death would speedily ensue, Surgeon 
Quillian gathered up the severed ends 
of the vein and during the breakneck 
race to the hospital, held them tight, 
thus. stopping’ the flow of blood and 
unquestionably saving young Edwards’ 
life. 

The cutting took place shortly after 
8 o'clock Tuesday morning at Gwinn's 
shoe shop at 166 Whitehall street. Two 
men, R. S. Williams and Frank Man- 
ning, were in the place at the time.

Money for Schools. 

The force of the state treasury was 
busy yesterday getting out checks to 
the school authorities to cover amounts 
due on the school fund.

This will mean that 51 per cent of the 
school fund for the year has been paid. 

Professor. Pound, the state school 
commissioner, was asked how nearly 
these payments would bring the schools 
up to date. 

“These amounts will probably cover 
all expenses for the operation of the 
schools up to April last. The average 
year in the common schools of the state 
is five months. The larger part of this 
time is in the spring, so the deferred 
payments just being madeé wil: hardly 
cover operating expenses for last 
spring.” 


Tuberculosis at State Sanitarium. 

Dr. George Brown, member of the 
legislature from Fulton county, and @ 
member of the legislative investigating 
committee on the state. sanitarium, 
called at the office of Governor Brown 
yesterday and discussed conditions at 
the state sanitarium. 

On account of his absence in Europe, 
where he has been studying the tuber- 
culosis problem, Dr. Brown was unable 
to attend the recent meeting of the leg- 
islative committee at the state sani- 
tarium. 

He is, however, very much interest- 
ed in the welfare of the sanitarium 
pend particularly in the matter of exter- 
minating tuberculosis among the in- 
mates. He was requested by Governor 
Brown to submit a tentative plan for 
the protection of the inmates. Dr. 
Brown suggested that he thought the 
inmates should be examined at regu- 
lear intervals, the tuberculin. test 
promptly applied to all suspected of 
having the disease, and prompt meas- 
ures taken to segregate and instruct 
in self-protection those having the dis- 
ease. If the disease could thus be 
taken in hand in its incipient stages, 
the patients could be cured and the 
spread of the disease checked. 

At the last session of the state legis- 
lature, Dr. Brown introduced several 
measures looking to the protection of 
the public from the ravages of the 
white plague by legal insistence upon 
proper hygienic measures. 

Accompanying Dr. Brown were Hon. 
Roland Ellis, of Bibb, and Dr. Cun- 
ningham, of Macon. 


Governor Grants Clemency. 
, John Lively, who was convicted at 
the September, 1909, term of the city 
court of Atlanta and sentenced to ten 
months in jail, has had his sentence 
commuted by Governor Brown. 

lAvely was a defendant in two cases. 
In one he was charged with drunken- 
ness and the other grew out of a fam- 
ily row in which he and his brother- 
in-law became involved in a personal 
difficulty, in which Lively got the 
worst of it, and ten months’ sentence 
to boot. Lively is now in poor health, 
is unable to work, and is a burden 
wpon the county. Commutation ‘to 
present term of sentence was ap- 
proved by Judge Calhoun, Solicitor 
Lowry Arnold and a number of diti- 
zens of Atlanta. 

The governor also commuted the sen- 
tence of Fred Irby, convicted in Hous- 
ton superior court of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, and given twelve 
months. .He is suffering from a pain- 
ful affliction and is unable to work. 
He will pay a fine of $35 in lieu of 
finishing out his term.
